Blount's return to the ( 'lipitol, he spoVs 
of the interview in a manner that i'l- 
dicated that lie woh of the opinion th it 
the controversy with Chili would be 
•ettled withont reco u rse to hoatilitiee. 
This expression, in its ropetitkm from 
month to mouth, jfrew into a definite 
«tatement that Setrotary Blaine hinl r-*. 
ceived a second ines-siiRo from Clnii 
through H^'nor Montt, aiwlo^^iziti;^ in a 
manner that was perfectly 8atisfactor>' 
to the United States; that there would 

be no trouble. 

No second dinpatch Ii.t^ he"ii n-.-i-ived 
from ("liili; the reply \v hicli w;is rtc ived 
Tuesday' is the only lominunicittion 
from Santiago on tlie mibject. The re- 
|)ort that the second iiicssiiv'e oai;;" 
through the (,'hiliun legation here, i)ro'i- 
ftbly aro.se from the fact lliat Senor 
Montt had Ihn'Ii ad viseil by his govern- 
m(!nt that a i.'ply lo the demand.s of t' e 
United .StHti s h'ld been sent to VVa, :i- 
ington and Lcivin;^ its terms. 

Mr. Blame tol.i Mr. Blount that the 
cablegram fium Minister Egan Wiw 
Kiitirely .siti.'-l'iictory to the United States, 
and h" h.id no objection to Mr. Blor-t 
making pubic this fact and his kTiowi- 
edge of what the dispaU'li contained. 

"The bottom i« out of it." R.iid Mr. 
Blount. He fai<l that he made thi . state- 
ment on the iiifoniiiitioii furnished hiiti 
by Mr. Blaine. The l:itter, wud Mr. 
Blount, seemed very inurli ehiied. Mr. 
Blount .Hiiid Mr. lUanie showed him the 
dispalch from Mr. Egaii. It was in 
inauiistTipt and cuveri'd about nix or 
8t;ven foolscap pages. "It seemeil,'" said 
Mr. Blount, "a !<atisfactory response to 
the nresident'b altiiuatum and in a nut- 
Bhell it ine.iat "Ws naqnalifleidly meet 
your deiiiandH.' " 

Sneaking of its coutout". Mr. BlouTit 
t»aia: "It Pt.Ued that thtro wa.s tl.e 
greatest feeling of regret on the part of 
the CUiili.in gov ernment and people over 
the Baltimore trag' dy. It contained an 
explanation of the charges that the 
Chilians generally were hostile to the 
United States, stating that there was no 
Buch feeling toward ihe Ati'.erican gov- 
ernment or its si)bjiM t,s in (,'liili." 

In connection with this point, said 
Mr. Blount, tlie disi)atch from Mr. Eg-n 
reads something like this: •■Chili hate 
Americans? No. Too well does Chiii 
remembtu- how the presence of American 
uniforms in her harbors aided her in 
achieving h«r straggle for Independ- 
ence." 

There \va8 au utter disavowal, said 
Mr. Blount, of any hostility toward the 
American nation or any of its citizens. 
According to Mr. Blount, the substance 
oi the dispatch is as follows: A sati.s- 
faotory explanation and retraction con- 
Oaniiug the offensive note issned by 
Benor Matta, the late C^hiliau minister 
of foreign affairs, is ii;aile. 

Mr. Blaine told Mr. Blount that 
Chili's offer in this connection was ao 
ceptable to the government. Chili fur- 
ther agrees, saitl Mr. Blount, to meet 
the demands of the United States con- 
tained in the preaideut's nltimatnm un- 
qualitiedly, and expresses the greatest 
feeling of re. ,ret over the whole affair. 

As to tb.. Baltimore affair, said Mr. 
Blonnt. exiiietttiions of regi-et concerning 
it wholly 8a...8factory to Mr. Blaine are 
made; and in conclnsion the Chilian 
government states that in complete 
compliance with our demands it uegn 
the suhmisuon of the whole oontroveny 
to that augnat trtbanal. the United 
States SQiireme court. 

"The answer to the nltimatnm also 
declares a sincere feeling of friendship 
for the United States and a profound 
feeling of friendabip for our Hag and 
the uniform of our sailors." 

Mr. Blount says the reply settles th« 
whole matter. "The bottom has droppe% I 
out of the oontrovernr," be said, "and 
this is a peaceaUe solnvon of the whole 
difflcalty." 

Representative Blonnt said he felt that 
a great load had boeu bfted off tbe 
shoulders of the committee on forei^'n 
affairs of the honae, of which he is ch«ir- 
man, by this sudden and favorable tarn 
in the situation. There had been, he 
■aid, conflicting i-e^wrts in circulation 
abont the character of the Chilian re- 
sponse and ii wiis very gratifying to him 
to lind it s6 complete an apology and ap- 
parently so sausfactorv to Secretary 
Blaine. It apoeared to Mr. Blount to be 
10 ample ana so satisfactory that it 
must he acceptable to the administrar 
tion, to congress and to the eonutry. 

Mr. Blonnt made this observation last 
night after he had called on President 
Hanlson late in the afternoon to ta k 
about tiie Chilian sitaation; and, while 
he waa, of course, reticent about what 
the ptiasideut bad said to him, or 
whetner the piesident took an optimJstlo 
or pesrimiatio view of the sitnatioii, he 
■ignifloantly observed that he expected 
the presideut would, in a day or two, 
send the Chilian rssponse to eongress, 
and that the Obihan trouble would very 
soon be on the road to an honorable and 
peaceful eettlement 

Late last night it was learned that 
Prssident Ecmson wonld send the "ad- 
ditional" oorrsspondence— the Chil t 
response to the ultimatum of tha Slat 
Ibm.— to congress this afternoon.

The rssolntion wa.s pre- 
sented by the Milwaukee chamber of 
commerce, and was supported by its 
deleg.'Ues, Mr. Smith, of Toledo, oppos- 
ing it.

It ptOTidea that all primary elcctiouH 
ahall be by aecret ballot, and oohdncted 

in the Haini! manner a.s jreiieral I'loctirms. 
The primary id to b« called by the gov- 
erning committee of the party holding 
it at lea«t forty days before the timefixed 
for the eleetion, and the aanie call shall 
define the qualiflcationa of votera and 
apecify the oHices for wliieli candidate!* 
are to be named. It hIiuII uIho name a 
time for the re;,MHl ration of voten en- 
titleil to vote in tlie primary and thia 
rcgintralion is to t)e made in the f>ann« way 
aa regiHlratidn for general elect ion-i, at 
leaat twenty daya before the date of the 
primary.
